. —RXaKingdom all Commodities as fozmerly , albeit the Plague is 
not pet altogether ceaſed, and that all Goods and Merchandiſe to be impozted from 
thence, maß be yet juſtly ſuſpected: And that Merchants and other Traffickers may 
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conceive, that the Act and Pꝛoclamation of the twelfth of July laſt, whereby all Trade 


and Cominerce betwirt this Kingdom and the City of London,and other ſuſpected Places, 
was diſcharged till the firſt of Novemberlaſt, is now no moze in foꝛce after the elapſing of 


the laid firſt of November; albeit by the ſaid fozmer Act and Pꝛoclamation, the ſaid reſtraint 


and pꝛohibition is not only laid on till the ſaid firſt of November, but ay and While it ſhould 
be expꝛeſly taken off by another Act and Pzoclamation, Therefoze , that none pꝛetend 
ignozance, they of new ratifie and appzove the fozeſaid Act, in the whole Heads and 
Clauſes thereof, and ozdains all parties concerned to give full and exact obedience thereto, 
and declares the ſame to ſtand and be of full fozce, untill the firſt day of March next to come, 
in the year of GOD, onethouſand ſix hundzed and ſirty ſir, and longer, ay and While the 
ſame be dilcharged: With certiftcation, if any perſon whatſomever ſhall contraveen the 
ſame, they ſhall belyable to the whole pains and penalties therein contained, to be inflicted 
without mercy, And oꝛdains theſe pzeſents to be printed, and publiſhed by Pacers 02 
Meſlengers at Armes, at the Mercat-croſs of Edinburgh, Peer and Shoar of Lictb, 
Mercat-croſſes of Dunce and Jedburgh , and other places needfull , that none pzeteud 


ignoꝛance.
